ized with a sequential ostinato of three distinct chords.

Music for Winds and Percussion - 1973 Elliot A. Del Borgo 


The work opens: with a vigorous tutti section punctuated by per- 
cussion. Long, agile melodic lines in a contrapuntal texture, 
provide the material of the following section. Contrast is pro- 
vided by lyric melodies and warm harmonltes in the middle portion 
of the work. A return to the music heard at the start brings 
the plece to a dramatic and vigorous close.

Typical of lves' "poly-everything"', the "Country Band'' March is a 
marvelous parody of the realities of performance by a country band. 
While the main theme is probably Ives' own the work features an im- 
pressive list of quotations that includes "Arkansas Traveler", 
"Battle Cry of Freedom", "British Grenadiers", "The Girl | Left 
Behind Me'', London Bridge",''Marching Through Georgia’, "'Massa's 

in de Cold, Cold Ground", "My Old Kentucky Home'', "Violets'', 
"Yankee Doodle'', ''May Day Waltz''! and "Semper Fidelis’. Of partic- 
ular interest is Ives' use of "ragtime" elements to enliven this 
already spirited march. 


Composed four years after Ives! graduation from Yale and five years 
prior to his lucrative insurance partnership, the work is represen- 
tative of his rebellion to the routine harmony of hymns. Ives had 
just resigned as church organist at Central Presbyterian Church, 
New York, thus ending thirteen and one-half years of employment at 
various churches.
